Wichmannus y^^)  ftrenuus  polyporum  cordis 
defenfor,  narrat,  virginem  octodecim  annorum 
intra  tres  dies  inieremtam  effe,  praegreffis  anxie- 
tetibus,  gemitu ,  oculis  rigidis,  puifu  evanefcente, 
vacillante.  Mortis  caufani  petendam  effe  cenfet  e 
concretione  polypofa  folida ,  lineas  duas  craffa, 
pollices  duos  lata,  fere  rotunda ,  quae  in  ante- 
riore  cordis  ventricuJo  reperiebatur.  Equidem 
carditidi  acutae  polypofae  potius  hunc  cafum  ad- 
numeraverim. 

Andrew  Duncaii^^)  narrat  tres  cafus  cnrditi- 
dis,  eosque  tam  praeclaros,  ut  prolixius  eos  non 
referre  non  poffim.  Cafus  primus,  licet  niorbum 
valde  complicitum  exhibeat,  onmino  tamen  dignus 
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eft,  qui  bene  clisquiratnr.  De  diagnofeos  difficul* 
tale,  Duncan  ingenue  haecce  pronuntiat :  ^*^)  „!t  — 
Ic,  relatio  eorum  quae  in  fecticne  cadaveris  ob- 
fervata  erant  —  difcovered  caufes  of  tHe  man's 
complaint,  totalJy  different  from  what  i  had  con- 
jectured;  fome  of  which  correfponded  with  fome 
of  the  fymptoms  which  had  affected  him,  but 
others  had  not  been  indicated  by  any  thing  ob- 
ferved." 

,,The  hoart  was  found  to  be  moft  extenfive- 
ly  difeafed,  indeed  to  an  extent  which,  from  tho 
importance  of  the  organ,  feemed  impoffible;  and 
what  is  ftill  more  fingular,  it  had  not  been  ac- 
companied  by  fymptoms  of  any  difeafe  what-evef 
of  that  organ,  which  fhews  how  very  difficult  is 
the  diagnofis  of  the  difeafes,  even  of  the  moft 
Important  internal  organ." 

I.  Cafus  primus  exhibet  hiftoriam  carditidis 
chronicae  occultae,  cum  aliariim  partium  morbis 
compJicatae.  MetaJhcum.  viginti  octo  annorum, 
vexabant  fymptomata  varia,  hypochondriam  men- 
lita,  ita  ut  ipfi  fagaci  Duncan  pro  ea  imponerent; 
cordis  inJlammatio,  poft  mortem  violenta  cordis 
deftructione  luculenter  apparens,  nulio  fere  figno 
indicabatur.  Initio  morbi  haecce  narrantur:  „He 
alfo  complains  of  great  debility,  want  of  appe- 
lite,  interrupted  fJeep,  and  a  disagreable  tafte  ia 
his  mouth  on  awakening  in  the  niorning.  Has 
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a  delicate  look; -pulfe  io4,  of  moderate  ftrength ; 
Heat  naturalj  tongue  covered  with  a  brownifh 
cruft,  wilh  a  clcan  edge ;  fome  thirft;  belly  co- 
itive,  in  which  ftate  he  always  feels  worft;  urine 
'  varies;  when  his  complaints  are  fevere,  it  is  in- 
creafed  in  quanlily,  and  of  higher  colour.  Began 
to  complain  about  ihrec  monlhs  ago.  Was  firft 
feized  with  the  pain  and  ff^nfe  of  lightnefs  in  the 
region  of  the  flomach.  Can  remember  no  caule 
for  his  complainls,  except  being' expofed  to  cold 
and  hard  work.  Nothing  happened  ad  that  tiine 
particularly  to  affect  his  mind  etc." 

Die  undecima  Martii  ad  nofocomium  alla- 
tus,  poft  fedecim  dies  mortuus  efl,  quibus  in  ae- 
groto  obfervabantur:  dolores  humerorum  et  dorfi, 
vertigo,  dolores  rheumatici  in  latere  finiftro,  an- 
jcietates  circa  cor,  fputa  fanguinolenta ,  tormina 
inteftinorum,  oppreffio  in  fcrobiculo  cordis,  do- 
lores  cardialgici,  poftremo  paralyfes  artuum  cata- 
lepticae,  fumma  virium  deiectio,  fingultus. 

Sectio  cadaveris:^^)  „The  contents  of  the 
cranium,  thorax  and  abdomen,  were  carefuUy 
examined.*' 

About  an  ounce  of  a  transparent  and  colour- 
lefs  fluid  was  found  accumulated  between  the  du- 
ra  mater  and  arachnoid  coat,  about  the  lower 
furface  of  the  cerebcllum,  and  the  or-igin  of  the 
fpinal  chord,  obviously  coUected  here  in  confe- 
 ,  q^uence 
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quencft  of  the  pofition  of  tlie  head  after  cleath,  and 
iu  all  probability  parlly  clerived  from   the  fj^inal 
canal.     Within   the  Jateral  and  middJe  ventricJes, 
there  was  alfo  from  half  an  ounce  to  an  ounce 
of  ferous  fluid.     Tlie  brain  and  its  meinbranes 
prefented  no  appearance  of  difeafe.     The  lungs 
adhered  very  extenfively  on  both  fides  to  the  pa» 
rietes  of  the  cheft,  but  chiefJy  on  the  right.  The 
adhefions  were  clufe  and  ftrong.     The  fubftance 
of  ihe  lungs  had  undergone  no  morbid  alteration 
of  ftructure.     The    pericardium    contained  from 
fix  to  eight  ounces   of  a  greyifh  muddy  ferum, 
•with  flakes  of  a  cuddy  matter.    The  beart  had 
fuffered  a  cliange  of  texture ,  not  lefs  fingular  than 
extenfive.     The  whoJe  parietes  of  the  right  au- 
ricle,  and  the  anterior  fide  of  the  correfponding 
ventricJe   were    found  converted   into  a  greyifh- 
coloured  fubftance  of  a  very  uniform  texture,  and 
having  the  confiftence  nearJy  of  the  proftate  gland, 
There  was  not  the  flighteit  veftige  of  any  of  the 
natural  tunics  of  the  heart  in  this  fubftance.  The 
parietes  of  the  left  ventricle  had  undergone  a  fi- 
milar  change  for  about  an  inch  all  around  its  au- 
ricular  orifice ,    and  there  was  fulJy  a  third  of 
the  leptum  between  the  ventricles,   towards  the 
bafe  of  the  heart ,    converted  intb  the  fjme  fub- 
ftance.    Between  the  arterial  orifices  too,  the  fep- 
tum  was  a  little  thicker  than  ufual.     The  inner 
furfdce  of  the  right  auricle  was  covered  with  a 
fort  of  efflorelcence,  not  unhke  that  which  is  often 
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exhibited  by  hydatid  cyfts.  The  left  anricle  exhi- 
biteJ  no  morbid  appearance.  The  valves,  tricus- 
pid,  mitral,  and  femilunar ,  were  of  their  natural 
ftructure,  as  alfo  the  roots  of  the  pulmonary  ar- 
tery  and  aorta  etc."  In  vifceribus  abdominalibus 
reperta  funt  veftigia  manifefta  inflammationis  prae- 
greffae;  in  hepate  et  pancreate  noduli,  et  inter 
colon  transverfum  atque  curvaturam  magnam  ven- 
triculi  ftratum  materiae  illius  ,  in  qualem  cor  mu- 
tatum  erat. 

Cafe  11.'^^)  „Mary  Bickma/in,  aet.  22.  mar- 
ried.  — -  March  ii.  i8i5.  Complains  of  cough, 
attended  witli  confiderable  expecto,ration ;  pain  in 
the  thorax,  more  particularly  referred  to  the  fter- 
iium  and  betv/een  the  fcapulae,  incfeafed  by  fuU 
infpiration  and  cough ;  and  of  difficulty  of  brea- 
thing,  aggravated  by  exertion.  She  is  unable  to 
lie  in  the  horizontal  pofition." 

Complains  alfo  of  pain  in  the  right  haunch, 
jncreafed  by  preffure  and  exercife,  but  unattended 
by  fwelling.  There  is  alfo  confiderable  fwelling 
of  both  ankles,  which  pits  flightly  on  preffure; 
but  there  is  no  discoloration  of  the  fkin ,  nor  Vi 
there  any  pain.  Pulfe  88;  heat  moderate;  tongue 
ralher  white;  much  thirft;  appetitebad;  beliy  co- 
ftive;  catamenia  irregular;  urine  natural ;  fleeps  ill." 

„Complaints  firft  began  about  ten  days  ago, 
with  fhivering  and  flufhing;  pain  in  the  breaft  and 
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cou£jh,  foHowed  the  next  day  by  pain  in  the 
fliouhlers,  elbows,  knees,  and  right  haunfh;  but 
the  pain  in  all  thefe  joints,  wilh  ihe  cxception  of- 
the  laft,  is  now  jione.'* 

„Has  been  bled ,  and  taken  puraatives  and 
diaphoretics ,  i  but  wilh  little  benefit.  Attributes 
her  complaints  lo  expofure  to  cold.'* 

Poft  repetitas  fanguines  miffjones,  medicamina 
varia  fumta ,  veficantia  impofita,  ilie  decimo  fepti- 
mo  Marlii  doJores  oinnes  fugere ;  pauJo  polt  re- 
verfi,  ful)  incremento  fymptomatum  variorum  ,  tan- 
dem  tlie  duouecima  Aprilis  mortem  attuJerunt 
miferae. 

Sectlo  cadaveris:  „0n  laying  open  the  tho- 
rax,  a  confiderable  quaiility  of  fluid  was  found 
effufed  iiito  llie  cavities  of  the  pJeura,  on  both 
fiies.'' 

„The  lungs  on  bolh  rnfes  feemed  quite  heal- 
thy,  and  of  iheir- natural  colour;   but,   on  endea- 
vouring  to  raife  tliem  up,  lliey  were  found  to  ad- 
here  hrmly  to  the  pericardium,  through  its  whoJe 
extent;    to  the  diaphragm;    and   lateralJy  to  the 
pleura  coftaiis,  by  n  embranous  bancls ;  and  the  Jo- 
bes  were  firmly  attached  to  each  otlier ,    fo  that 
they  couJd  not  be  feparated  wiiliout  fonie  diffi- 
cuJty.     The  pericardium  was  found  adhering  fo 
firmly  all  rpund  the  heart,  that  it  was  wiih  difii. 
culty  raifed  from  it.    It  was  very  mucli  thic  kened, 
an<l  evidentJy  confifted  of  thret>  Jaminae;  tlie  middle 
one  bein^  opai^ue,  white  and  deijfe;  the  outer  very

unequal  in  tliicknefs,  and  the  inner  very  vafcular, 
red  and  piilpy.*' 

„The  heart  itfelf  was  a  good  deal  larger  than 
natural,   and  was  alfo  thickly  covered  with  coa- 
gulable  lymph,   which ,    owing  to  its  being  torn 
afunder  fi  om  the  pericardium ,   appeared  very  ir- 
regular  on  its  furface.     Under  this  iymph,  about 
two-thirds  of  the  thicknefs  of  the  heart  had  been 
changed  into  a  fubftance  fomewhat  refembling  in 
its  appearance  condenfed  fat;    and  was  found  in 
fact  to  contain  fat,  as  it  fwam  in  water,  meltcd, 
and  ftained  paper  with  a  greafy  ftain:  the  remai- 
ning  third  had  almoit  loft  its  mufculai:  appearance. 
The  columnae  carneae  in  botb  of  the  ventricles 
"were  larger  than  natural.     Offification   had  juft 
commenced  in  the  femilunar  valves,  at  the  mouth 
of  the  aorta ;    but  the  mitral  valve  was  thickly 
befet  with  affeous  matter." 

Duncan  putaffe  fe  fatetur  ^^)  aegram  laborare 
■pleuritide  mediaftini.  Pericarcfitidem  adeffe,  non 
fufpicabatur ,  dicens:  „1  confefs  that  pericardilis 
never  occurred  to  me,  as  her  pulfe  was  general- 
ly  full  and  fofr,  and  troughout  had  never  been 
unequal,  except  on  the  29^^  and  5i*^  after  the 
ufe  of  digitalis,  nor  had  fhe  ever  had  palpitation 
or  fyncope."  —  j,The  cough  and  expectoration, 
and  the.  abfence-  of  fymptoms  ufually  enumerated 
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as  characteriftic  of  carclitis  misled  me  in  my 
juifgment  etc." 

Optime  deinde  addit:  „And  yet  the  intenfity 
of  pain  ,  or  rather  anguifh,  in  the  region  of  the 
heart,  combined  with  the  comparatively  natural 
Itate  of  refpiration  during  the  inflammatory  Itnge, 
might  have  directed  me  to  the  heart.  Add  to 
this  the  abfohife  inability  to  Jie  down,  the  ex- 
treme  jactitation,  and  ,  when  it  was  discovered, 
the  total  want  of  refonance  from  the  percuffion 
of  the  fternum."  Methodus  antiphJogiftica,  larga 
manu  adhibita,  morbum  perniciofum  vincere  non 
valuit.

Sailur. 

January  20'^.  —  „Is  affected  with  pain  in 
the  right  fide,  on  deep  infpiration  or  on  cough; 
which  Jaft  is  pretty  fevere,  and  attended  by  a 
very  bloody  fputum.  The  cheft  feels  hot  but 
not  opprefled.  Has  headach ,  naufea,  retching, 
and  an  occafional  vomiting  of  a  fJimy  black  mat- 
ter.  TJiirlt;  tongue  whitifh  and  moift  at  the 
edges.  Noappetite;  belJy  reguJar ;  no  fJeep;  pulfe 
92  fmall  and  foft.,  Complaints  of  three  days  du- 
ration.  Sputum  became  bloody  yefterday  mor- 
ning.  —  In  the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe,  the  pain 
became  general  over  the  left  and  lower  parts  of 
the  heart;  the  retching  continued ;  the  pulfe  be- 
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came  cjuick,  feeble  and  intermitting ;  and  delirium 
came  on.  The  bloody  expectoration  wa^  for  a 
fhort  time  fuspended  ,  and  then  increafed  fo  as 
to  amount  to  haemoptyfis.  At  firft  he  compJained 
of  want  of  fieep,  afterwards  he  fJept  or  dofed  a 
great  deal.  His  cough  and  dy.spnoea  fluctuatgd 
but  increafed  towards  tbe  ciofe  of  his  life,  which 
took  place  on  the  fifteenth  day  from  the  attack." 

j,On  opening  the  thorax  next  day,  few  or  no 
adheGons  were  obfervable;  nor  was  there  any  con- 
fiderable  effufion  of  ferum  into   the  facs  of  the 
pleura.    A  little  to  the  right  of  the  fternum  thcre 
extended  from   the  iower  part  of  the  ieft  fide  a 
dirty  chocolate  -  coloured  bag ,   wbich,    on  being 
opened,    proved  to  be  the  pericardium  adlieMug 
to  the  lungs,  thickened  and  rnuch  diftenred;  alfo 
containing  two  pounds  fix  ounces  of  perfectly  for- 
ttied  pus.    The  inner  fitle  of  the  pericardium,  and 
that  part  whiih  is  reilfictcd  over  the  heart,  were 
coverted  with  a  thick  coating  of  a  fubftance  re- 
fembiing  condenfed  curds ,    and  in  fome  parts  to 
a  greater  depth  than  others." 

„The  fubftance  of  the  heart  was  very  much 
paler  than  ufual.    It  had  no  other  peculiarity."

Jaines  Bedlng/ield  ^^)  —  in  ,,A  Compenclium 
of  Medical  Practice,  iliuftrated  by  Jnterelting  and 
Inftructive  Cafes   and   by  Practical,  Pathological, 
and  PhyfioJogical   Obfervations.     By    James  Bc' 
dingjieldy  Surgeon,    late  Apothecary  to  the  Bri- 
ftol  Infirmary.   London  i8j6."  p.  i53  —  huncce 
carditidis  cafum  narrat:    „A  cafe  of  carditis  has 
fallen  under  my  obfervation,  in  which  the  whole 
arterial  fyftem  feemed  to  participate.     A  violent 
ancl  rapid  pulfation  couid  be/feen,  as  well  as  felt, 
in  its  minute  ramifications.     It  was  peculiarly  di- 
ftinguishable  in  the  labial  and  digital  arteries.  This 
man  loft  in  twelve  days,  two  hundred  and  fixty 
ounces  of  blood.     For  eleven  days  in  fucceffion, 
twenty   ounces    were    abftracted,    and ,    on  the 
twelfth,  forty  at  one  operation.     From  this  lafi: 
bJeeding  he  derived  more    advantage  than  from 
all  tbofe  Avhich  preceded  il.     Syncope  was  indu- 
ced  by  it,    and  a   permanent  diminution  in  the 
force  of  the  heart  and  arteries  was  effected.  He 
recovered  mofe  fpeedily    than   could  reafonably 
have  been  expected,   and  is  at  this  time  in  per- 
fect  health." 

„This  man  fometimes  perfpired  fo  profufely, 
that  it  became  neceffary  to  place  veffels  under  the

bcd  to  catch  the  fluitl  as  it  trickled  troiigh  the 
betlclothes  and  facking." 

Edward  Stanley  -^^)  tradidit  cafum  inflamma- 
tionis  in  mufculari  cordist  fubftantia ,   qui  fumma 
animi  attentione  perlegendus  eft,     Nam  canlitis, 
hoc  etiam  in  cafu,    ut  in  multis  aliis,  fympton  a- 
tum  fere  omnium  quae  propria  et  peculiaria  ipfi 
effe  dicuntur,   expers,   cerebri  potius  affectionem 
rnentita  eft,    usquedum   cadaveris  diffectio  morbi 
nialigni  naturam  revelaret.     „The  fubject  of  the 
cafe  was  twelve  years  of  age,   and  although  of  a 
delicate  frame,  had  enjoyed  generally  a  good  ftate 
of  health.     On  Satiirday   the  20'^  of  April  he 
was  apparenlly  quite  well,   having  been  ou  that 
clay  on  a  vifit  to  one  of  his  relations,  by  whom 
this  remark  was  made.     On  the  next  morning 
he  was  brought  to  the  infirmary,  discovering  at 
that  time  the  ufual  fymptoins  of  fever,  namely 
great  bodily  heat,  a  quick  pulfe,  the  tongue  white, 
and   much  furred.     On  the  next  day  (Monday) 
his  fever  was  much  increafed,  but  the  only  pain 
of  which  he  complained  was  in   the  lef*^^  thigh 
and  knee,  which  ceafed  before  night;  in  the  af- 
ternoon   he  became   delirious  wiih   much  watch 
fullnefs.    On  Tuesday,  the  delirium  was  very  con- 
fiderable,  but  without  any  comatofe  tendency,  the 
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pupil  of  the  eye  much  dilated ,  but  not  infenfibl« 
to  liiiht.  He  complained  but  Jittle  of  pain,  but 
when  rlofe]y  prelfed  upon  that  fubject,  he  poin- 
ted  to  his  fore-head.  Early  in  the  afternoon  of 
that  day,  he  had  a  kind  of  convulfive  fit,  which 
foon  went  off.  In  the  evening  all  this  fymptoms 
became  aggravated ,  and  he  paffed  the  night  al- 
moft  without  fleep.  On  the  following  morning 
he  appe.tred  uiuch  funk,  his  breathing  for  the 
firft  time  became  difficuJt.  He  was  then  fuffx- 
cienty  fenfibie  to  anfwer  any  queftion  put  to  him, 
but  foon  afterwards  he  became  infenfible,  and 
gradualJy  declined  until  about  two  in  the  after- 
noon,  when  he  expired  *'  — 

In  capite,  accuratius  disquifito,  et  in  abdo- 
mins  omnia  reperiebantur  fana,  '^)  licet  offa  cra- 
nii,  prorfus  foJida,  diploes  expertia  apparerent. 

„Having  laid  open  the  ihorax,  the  Juni^s  were 
alfo  feen  to  be  heaJlhy,  but  upon  opening  the  pe- 
ricardium,  it  was  found  to  contain  between  four 
and  five  ounces  of  turbid  ferous  fluid ,  with  fla- 
kes  of  coagulable  lymph  floating  in  it.  The  in- 
ternal  furface  of  tlie  menibrane ,  both  v/here  it 
conftitued  the  exterior  bag,  and  the  reflected 
layer  upon  the  heart,  was  covered  in  various 
fituations  with  a  thin  layer  of  lymph  exhibiting 
a  riticuJated  appearance.  The  fize  of  the  heart 
was  naturai  in  reJation  of  the  age  of  the  indivi- 
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dual.  Upon  cutting  trough  its  parietes ,  the  fibres 
were  exceedingly  dark  coloured,  almoft  of  a  black 
appearance.  This  eviclcntly  depended  on  tbe  nu- 
trient  veffels  being  loaded  with  venous  blood. 
The  fibres  were  alfo  very  foft  and  loofe  in  their 
texture,  being  eafily  feparable,  and  with  faciJity 
compreffed  between  the  fingers.  Upon  looking 
clofely  to  the  cut  furface  expofed  in  the  fection 
of  either  ventricle,  numerous  fmall  collections  of 
dark  coloured  pus  ,were  vifible  in  cliftinct  fitua- 
tions  among  the  mufcular  fafciculi.  Some  of  thefe 
depofitions  were  fituated  deeply,  near  to  the  ca- 
vity  of  the  ventricle ,  while  others  were  more 
fuperficial  and  had  elevated  the  reflected  pericar- 
dium  from  the  heart.  The  mufcular  nbres  of  tlie 
auricles  were  alfo  foftenecl  in  their  texture,  and 
loaded  with  blood,  but  without  any  collections 
of  pus  between  them.  All  the  cavities  of  the 
heart  were  loaded  with  coagulated  blood.  The 
internal  lining,  valves  and  every  other  part  of 
the  organ  exhibited  nothing  worthy  of  remark, 
except  the  ftate  of  general  turgefcence  in  the  ca- 
pillary  veffels,  which  had  alfo  extended  to  the 
lower  part  of  the  trachea,  bronchia  etc.'' 

D.  L  H.  Dickfofiy''^)   differens  de  febre  io 
claffe  Ruffica  epidemica,    mentionem  facit  inflam- 
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mationis,  cuius  reliquiae  in  cordibus  eorum  qui 
febri  fuccubnerunt,  faepius  reperiebantur. 

„The  '^)  invafion  of  this  fever,  like  many 
cther  ffvers,  was  generaJly  preceeded  by  liftJefs- 
nefs ,  Janguor,  and  wearinefs,  which,  according 
to  the  oJd  maxini,  foreteJI  difeafe.  This  ftate  of 
indiSj-ontion  to  mental  or  bodjJy  exertion,  was 
fol  ;owed  by  chillinefs  rarely  incrcafing  to  rigor, 
proftralion  <,>f  firength,  or  a  fenfe  of  general  fo- 
renefs  and  fatigue;  pain  of  the  head  ,  back  etc. ; 
anorexy,  but  felLlom  vomiting,  and  fucceeded  by 
increaled  heat ,  though  the  patient  often  complai- 
ned  of  cold  ;  frequent  pulfe,  but  varyijig  in  ftrength, 
whitetongue,  thirft,  coftivenefs,  and  other  fyinp- 
toms  of  fever,  which  often  continued  for  feveral 
da)S  before  any  particular  organ  appeared  to  be 
attacked.  In  fouje  tafes,  a  higher  degree  of  fe- 
brile  action  was  early  indicated  by  flufhing  of  the 
fdce,  fenfibility  and  glolfinefs  of  the  eyes,  throb- 
^^"g  "/  the  arceries  of  the  neck  and  temples^ 
with  greater  heat  and  anxiety  of  rejpiration; 
but  though,  in  others ,  the  acceffion  was  lefs 
ftrongly  marked,  and  the  patient  made  httJe  com- 
,plaint,  except  of  headach  at  iirft,  yet  fymptoms 
of  increafed  deierniination  to  the  breait,  head  etc. 
fupervened  in  a  few  days,  unlefs  anticipated."  — 
„The  moft  frequent  occurrence  in  the  difeafe  un- 
der  confideration  was  a  fenfe  of  dyspnoea,  and 
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a  cough  fupervening  abouth  the  fifth  day;  —  de- 
lirium  and  coma  were  very  conftant  attendants 
at  a  more  advanced  period,  in  unfavourable  ca- 
fes."  — 

„The  "*^)  heart  occafionally,   and  >oftener  the 
pericardium,    exhibited  patches  of  inflammation, 
vvith  fpots  of  effufed  lymph,    and  had  formed 
ftrong  attachments.    In  one  patient  they  adhered. 
fo  firmly  that  the  heart  was  torn  in  att^mpting 
to  fepaVate  them.    The  quantity  of  fluid  found  in 
the  pericardium  varied;    fometimes  it  was  confi- 
derably  increafed ;    at  others ,  there  was  little  or 
none.     In  a  few    patients   the  hquor  pericardii 
was  very  turbid  and  like  whey,    or  partly  puru- 
lent;  in  one,  there  was  about  four  ounces  of  pus. 
In  feveral  inftances  (in  fome  were  there  was  a 
deficiency,  but  alfo  in  others  where  it  contained 
a  portion  of  fluid)  the  pericardium  was  found  fo 
thin,  dry,  fhrivelled ,  and  transparent,  as  to  have 
the  moft  perfect  refemblance  to  a  piece  of  dried 
bladder.     This  deficcated  appearance ,  which  oc- 
curred  more  frequently  in  the  Argonaut  than  in 
the  Trufty,   is  mentioned  by  Dr.  Baillie  as  ha- 
Ving  been  twice  found  by  himfelf,  and  much  of- 
tener  by  Mr.  Hunter.     The  diaphiagm  alfo  fo- 
metimes  exhibited  Gmilar  dry  patches,   and  ofte- 
ner  eryfipelatous  inflammation.     Maffes  of  coagu- 
lable  lymph  were  occafionally  found  in  the  cavi- 
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ties  of  the  lieart,  and  fome  of  a  yellower  and 
more  fdtty  appearance  than  the  other;  but  inftead 
of  being  inflammable,  they  alfo  fhrivelled  up,  arid 
exhibited  the  character  of  albumen  or  fibrine» 
when  expofed  to  heat."

William  BarroW  ^^)  .hancce  enarrat  obferva- 
tionem:  „Some  time  ago,  a  very  alarming  dx- 
feafe  broke  out  amongft  the  children  in  the  work- 
houfe.  It  was  obferved  to  commence  in  the  moft 
fudden  manner.  The  little  fufferers  were  feized 
with  vertigo,  without  any  previous  indispofition, 
and  inftantly  fell  to  the  ground :  a'  very  ianguid 
ftate  and  ftupor,  from  which  it  was  difficult  to 
roufe  them  quickly  followed.    The  firft  that  was 
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affected  did  not  excite  alarm  in  the  apotliecary 
then  in  attendance,  and  he  ordered  the  ufual 
ireans  for  clearing  the  bowels:  the  child,  to  his 
great  aftonifhment,  continued  in  a  comatofe  ftate, 
and  died  in  the  afternoon  of  the  fame  day.  This 
circumftance  being  reprefented  to  the  churchwar- 
dens,  they  interrogated  him  very  clofely,  and 
though,  in  this  inftance,  very  little  to  blame,  he 
was  feverely  cenfured.  In  a  day  or  two  after, 
another  child  was  feized  in  the  fame  manner,  of 
which  i  had  inimediate  notice;  and  having  already 
had  a  melancholy  account  of  the  furmidable  na- 
ture  of  the  difeafe,  we  had  to  contend  with,  i 
prefcribed  powerful  antimonial  emetics,  to  be  re- 
peated  every  ten  minutes,  till  they  produced  a  co- 
pious  effect.  The  little  patienl  was  then  put  into 
a  warm  balh,  and  afterwards  wrapped  in  blan- 
kets,  to  elicite  a  profufe  perfpiration ;  during 
which  i  xlirected  the  nurfe  to  awake  him  every 
three  or  four  hours,  for  the  purpofe  of  giving  a 
couple  of  pills  of  calomel  and  antimonial  powder, 
to  be  wafhed'  down  with  a  mixture  of  infufion  of 
Senna  and  falts,  and  this  courfe  to  be  repeated 
as  long  as  the  coma  lafted.  This  plan  having  luc- 
ceeded,  the  child  got  well.  More  of  the  i  hil- 
dren,  however,  continued  to  be  attacked  each 
day ,  and  being  treated  in  the  fame  manner,  all, 
except  one,  recovered  This  child,  after  fhewing 
fymptoms  of  amendment,  relapfed  two  or  three  li- 
mes,  and  died.    I  took  the  opportunity  of  ex- 
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amining  the  body  very  minutely,  but  could  find 
nothing  in  the  brain  or  ftomach  to  throw  any 
hght  on  this  fingular  disorder.  In  the  heart  alone, 
could  i  discover  any  morbid  change,  and  here 
were  ftrong  appearances  of  inflammation,  particu- 
larly  in  the  aortal  valves  of  the  left  ventricle.  Ha- 
ving  obtained  this  proof  of  the  nature  of  the  dis- 
order,  i  was  inabled  to  proceed  with  confidence 
in  place  of  the  tiinidity  and  diffidence  i  felt  pre- 
vious  to  the  disfection,  and  though  more  than 
200  of  the  children  were  atfacked,  this  dange- 
rous  disorder  was  not  fatal  in  any  other  infiance."

„Mifs  P  — ,  thirteen  years  of  age,  became 
my  patient  on  the  i  /^  of  May,  1807,  at  which 
time  fhe  iaboured  under  a  very  confiderable  diffi- 
culty  of  breathing,  and  a  paJpitation  of  the  heart 
fo  violent,  that  not  only  the  motion  it  gave  to 
her  ciothes  might  be  feen  at  a  diftance,  but  her 
body  itfelf  was  fhaken  by  it.  Both  thefe  fymp- 
toms  were  increafed  by  the  leaft  exercife.  She 
had  a  flight  cough:  her  countenance  difcovered 
great  uneafinefs;  her  pulfe  beat  a  hundred  and 
thirty  fix  times  in  a  minute;  the  tongue  was  white; 
the  appetite  was  lefs  than  natural;  the  bowels  were 
confined ;  the  urine  was  iu  the  ufual  quantily.  She 
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wa<?  cmacialed ,  and  her  cmaciation  was  faiJ  to  liave 
takeii  place  during  her  prefent  iliiiefs.  1  was  in- 
furmed,  that  fiie  had  been  attacked  in  the  begin- 
ning  of  the  preceeding  February  with  acute  rheu- 
nialifm,  which  lafted  about  a  forlnight,  and  that, 
when  this  left  her ,  the  fhortnefs  of  breath,  pal- 
pitation  and  cough  came  on.  At  firft  the  cough 
was  very  conliderable.  Her  feehngs  became  lefs 
uneafy,  and  her  pulfe  fiower,  under  the  ufe  of  a 
fpare  diet,  and  of  a  bhlter  applied  to  the  region 
of  the  heart.  This  alleviatiou  of  fymptoms  oc- 
curred  too  quickly  to  have  been  the  effect  of  di- 
gitalis,  which  fhe  was  taking  at  the  fame  time. 
On  the  25^^,  the  feet  began  to  be  oedematous ; 
on  the  29^^  the  abdomen  was  fwelled ,  and  a  fluc- 
tuation  was  to  be  felt  in  it.    On  the  of  June 

tbe  anafarca  was  general;  the  fweJhng  of  the  ab- 
domen  was  increafed;  the  pulfe  intermitted,  aud 
was  flower.  On  the  6'*^,  in  the  morning,  the 
fwelliug  of  the  abdomen  was  leffened,  and  tbe  pa- 
tient  thopght  herfelf  much  better.  In  the  evening, 
fhe  was  fuddenly  feized  with  extreme  difficulty  of 
breathing;  whiJe  thc  breathing  was  fuspended,  the 
puife  either  did  not  beat  at  all,  or  beat  very 
flowly.  On  the  7^^ ,  at  two  o'clock  in  tbe  mor- 
ning    fhe  died. 

Leave  having  been  obtained  for  examining 
the  body,  the  examinalion  was  made  by  my 
friend  Mr,  Smuii,  of  Soulhampton  -  ftreet,  on  tbe 
S^^  of  June,  and  the  foUowing  is  the  account  be 


w3s  fo  good  as  to  give  me  of  llie  appearances 
he  obiervecl.'* 

„The  lungs  adhered  to  the  pleura  coltalis 
almoft  at  overy  part.  The  left  fide  of  de  cheft 
contained  about  five  ounces  of  water:  in  the  right 
fide  there  was  about  one  ounce.*' 

„ Tlie  pericariliuni  adhered  to  the  whole  fur- 
face  of  the  lieart;  ihe  adhefion  Avas  eafily  fepa- 
rable  by  means  of  the  fingers." 

„The  heart  was  twice  as  large  as  natural; 
its  mulcular  Itructure  w<iS  increafed  in  thicknefs, 
and  all  ils  cavities  were  very  much  loaded  wiih 
blt.od  1  he  cellular  men>brane  of  the  lungs  con- 
taiiied  fome  water.  In  the  cavity  of  the  abdo- 
men  there  was  about  a  pint  of  water,  in  which 
were  floating  ieveral  portions  of  coagulable  lymph. 
The  vifcera  of  the  abdomen  were  free  frora  di- 
fea;e."  —
